BROADCASTING IN THE FREE 


STATE, 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Siz,—In nearly.every part of the Free 
State the ether at present is remarkably free 
from the kinds of interference usually met 
with in other countries, such as broadcasting 
and private transmitting stations, Morse 
signalling stations, ocean linefs’ and warships’ | 
Morse signals. This fact, combined with the 
marvellous advances recently made in our 
knowledge of wireless telephony reception and 
the position of this island, makes it possible 
to carry out experiments in receiving from 
American and European stations, as well as 
from British ones, with very little in the 
way of apparatus during the winter months. 
it, should thus be easy for those interested 
in this subject to keep up to date by 
“listening in” to the in ló which are. 
being constantly given abroad and taking part 
in the experiments that are being carried 
out from both sides of the Atlantic at the 
present time. 
For months past many people have been | 
anxiously awaiting the issue of licences, which 
it was rumoured would be issued last Novem- 
ber, but, owing to being unable to get them 
or find out when they will be issued, many 
have been driven to fit up receiving sets or 
else lose an opportunity, which may not recur, 
of taking part in the development of a 
most fascinating subject. What steps are 
such people now to take, in view of the pro- 
nouncement of the Postmaster-General that 
residents in the Irish Free State (alone of 
any country in the world) are subject to dire

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LORD GLENAVY’S VIEWS. 

The Senate. resumed its eitting at three 
o'clock yesterday afternoon under the presi- 
dency of Lord Glenavy. 

\When the second reading of the Courts of 
Justice Bill-was about to be taken Sir Thomas 
ismonde said that it was a most important 
measure, and required to be considered very 
carefully. The Chairman had held the most 
important position attached to the Irish Judi- 
ciary, and probably all the members of the 
Senate would like to hear his views of this 
bill as it stood. He moved that some other 
Senator take the Chairman’s place, and that 
lord Glenavy give the Senate his views on the 
bill 

Mr. Guinness seconded the motion, which 
was agreed to, and the Deputy-Chairman took 
the chair. 

Lord Glenavy said that he was not at al] un- 
willing to respond to the suggestion made by 
Sir Thomas KEsmonde. Without being per- 
sonally vain, he might claim a Fam Dhun 
experience with regard to this guestion, and 
the nature and form of a Judiciary best calcu- 
lated to suit the new conditions in which they 
lived. He was not merely a member of the 
Irish Bar for over forty years, but it was also 
his privilege to hold judicial office. 

His real claim to make any suggestion to 
them was the fact that he happened to be 
Chairman of the Committee which was ap- 
pointed by the President of the Dail for the 
purpose of investigating and reporting on this 
particular subject. He had many peculiar ex- 
periences in his long and waniek career, but 
the happiest was his experience as Chairman 
of this Judimary Committee. The Committee 
consisted of twelve members, and all those 
members, wita one exception, were members of 
one or other branch of the legal profession. 


LEGAL PROFESSION’S ATTACK. 

He thought that a remarkable tribute to the 
disintereste® and zealous way that  Com- 
mittee applied themselves to their-task was to 
he found in this fact: that the only attack 
that came from any quarter in reference to 


any of their recommendations, was from the 


members of the legal profession. Broadly 
sveaking, their recommendations had been in- 
corporated in the bill. Those recommenda- 
tions consisted of the setting up of a Supreme 
Court of Appeal and High Court at the top of 
the judiciary system, with practically un- 
limited powers. 

Of course the Supreme Court of Appeal and 
the High Court must of necessity have un- 
limited jurisdiction, being the final and. ulti- 
mate court in the land. Below the High 
Courts they proposed to form Circuit Courts, 
very much on the lines of the old County 
Courts, but with increased jurisdiction. Under 


the old system the jurisdiction in the County 


Court was limited, practically speaking, to the 
amount of £50. The Committee believed that 
£50 was much too low, and after discussion 
ee agreed on’ fixing the limit at 
He knew that had caused some doubt and 
misgiving in commercial circles, because they 
thought that merchants would be liable to be 
brought to the Circuit Courts by plaintiffs 
who would be resident in the district, and 
that they might be exposed to some unfair 
prejudice; but an appeal was provided from 
the decisions of the District Court, and no 
injustice was likely to arise. 

The appeal from the old County Court was 
to the Assizes, and the experience of the Bar 
and his experience, too, was that that appeal 
was very unsatisfactory. In fact the trial in 
the County Court was merely a preliminary 
canter to see how witnesses would stand at 
the fence. Ag a result, in nine cases out of 
ten the case presented to the judge at assizes 
has no resemblance whatever to the case pre- 
sented in the County Court. 

I'here was another objection—there was a 
great deal of human nature in judges, though 
they did not get much credit for it. It was 
notorious, in his time, that certain. judges 
were temperamentally inclined to decide for 
the plaintiff, and others were temperamentally 
inclined to decide against him; and when it 
was known what judges were going on circuit 
a certain number “of appeals would disappear. 
On the other hand, if it was known that cer- 
tain judges were going to circuit the appeals 
would remain on the list. 


A REMEDY, 

Then judges fixed beforehand the time they 
would spend in each town, and, if owing to a 
congestion of appeals, they found that they 
could not get through the work in the time 
fixed, the appeals would get a very hasty and 
perfunctory hearing. he Committee had 
provided a remedy for all that, and the Dail, 
in Its wisdom, agreed with them. 

All proceedings before the Circuit or Dis- 
trict Courts would be recorded by a Govern- 
ment stenographer, who would take a full 
note of the proceedings, and then transcribe 


' his notes, which would be available for the 


litigants for the purposes of appeal. The ad: 
vantage of that was that every case was there 
stereotyped once and for all, and every per- 
son would put his best foot forward because 
all the evidence would be in black and white, 
and he could not mend his hand or go back 
on the evidence he had already given. 

The appeal was to be determined on the 
notes instead of in the production of wit- 
nesses, and having the cases re-heard. He 
thought that would sufficiently safeguard mer- 
chants and others from the possible risk that 
they anticipated.

They were also asked to report as to the 
staff that. would be necessary for these: courts, 
and went into the matter very carefully. 
They made certain general recommendations, 
which, he thought, were of very great value; 
but for some reason the Government had not 
dealt with the staff at all in the Bill. He 
regretted that, and thought that it was a 
mistake, for it was much easier to start a 
new judiciary with a réduced staff, because, 
undoubtedly, the present staff was capable of 
very great reduction. i 

Tinder the old system there was tremendous 
overlapping. The Chancery Division, the 
Bankruptcy Court, and the Probate Division 
all had their own little suites. of water-tight 
offices, and the men employed did the same 
work as was being done in the other divi- 
sions. The ‘Committee recommended the 
Government to abolish those Divisions, and 
have the work done in one central office at 
great saving to the State. 

They would have considerable difficulty in 
reducing the staff after the Bill was passed, 
because the moment a judge was asked to 
remove an officer he would be inundated with 
petitions on his behalf; whereas if they 
started the new Judiciary with a reduced 
staff, snfficient for the purpose, then. they 
would not be faced with the invidious task 
of reduction. x 

They would hear from the President of the 
Dail whether it was the intention of the 
(tovernment to bring in this Bill, and whether 
they proposed that this Judiciary Bill should 
not come ihto operation until the staff was 
organised. If that was their intention, 
though it might involve delay, it would be a 
very desirable thing to do. It.was a pity 
that twelve months should be allowed to pass 
without an attempt being made to form any 
scheme of reduction or reorganisation for this 
over-loaded judiciary staff in the country. 


TREMENDOUS CHANGE. 


He ho the country would realise—and 
he said ei all nae Ls to the members of 
the . Dail they did not yet realise— 
the tremendous Constitutional change that 
kad been made as oa result of 
the Treaty and Constitution. It gave them 

ermanent liberty and security of the subject. 
t was a protection that no member of the 
Dail or Senate should allow to be lightly 
tampered or interfered with, because it con- 
taimed the greatest charter of liberty that 
any country or nation could hope to have. 

The Constitution had adopted the practice, 
theory, or whatever else they liked to call it, 
of the United States and of Canada—a most 
modern Government. They had reduced the 
Constitution. of the Irish Free State into 
writing, and had, in addition to that, created 
by Statute and by the Constitution the prin- 
ciple that their Judges on the Bench were to 
be independent in the exercise of their func- 
tions. (Hear, hear.) “ | 
Ex-President Woodrow Wilson, in certain 
interesting lectures which he delivered on the 
Constitution of the United States, pointed 
out that the Supreme Court of the United 
States was independent by reason of the fact 
that Congress could not by legislation go one 
inch outside the Constitution, The Judges 
had an equal power and veto with the Govern- 
ment itself. The ex-President proceeded to 
state that the permanent guarantee and basis 
of all personal freedom and of liberty in the 
United States was to be found in the courage 
and conscientiousness of the Courts and their 
perfect freedom from all Government control. 

In theory that was what the Constitution of 
the Free State conferred on their country—a 
tremendous privilege—and they would be well 
advised in the Dail and in that House to 
guard most carefully against the slightest at- 
tempt to infringe on it. He mentioned ‘that 
because he had noticed—he had never been 
in any shape or form hostile or unfriendly ‘to 
the present Government, and since he had the 
honour to preside over that assembly he had 
made it his object to make matters smooth 
for the Government—in legislation an attempt, 
almost inevitable on the part of any Govern- 
ment, to nibble at it by delegating to their 
own Executive and their own Ministers certain

ILLUSTRATIONS, 


That bill afforded an illustration, and they 
would have two other illustrations next week. 
The Act of Parliament said: “The Judges 
are to be independent in the exercise of their 
functions”; and if the members would turn 
to Section 23 they would read: ‘* The jurisdic- 
tion vested in and transferred to the High 
Court and the Supreme Court and the Chief 
Justice, respectively, shall be exercised, so far 
as regards pleading, practice and procedure, 
etc., in the manner provided by-such rules: of 
Court to be made under this Act.”

EMPLOYERS REJECT 
MEN’S NEW DEMANDS.

From Our Lasour CORRESPONDENT, 
LONDON, Wednesday. 

The dangers of growing industrial unrest 
accumulate, and trouble appears to be looming 
up at the docks. The British port employers 
announeed ‘to-day that they have rejecied the 
claim of the Transport Workers’ Union tur 
an increase of 28, a day for dock and river- 
side workers. 

The- men’s. representatives afterwards de- 
cided to call a delegate meeting at York on 
January 29 to consider the situation. The 
union also asked that a serious effort should be 
made to bring into existence a scheme of 
maintenance which would remove the evils of 
casual labour. 

Discussions. at .conferences of the men in 
recent months have shown cleurly that wide- 
spread discontent exists, and the London 
strike last year was but one symptom. It 
is due probably in greater deyree: to the 
irregularity of work and the low aggregate 
earnings than to dissatis{uction with the 
actual daily wage rate. 

‘Lord Shaw’s Committee reported strongly 
in favour. of a scheme of maintenance, but 
the employers have shown little inclination to 
undertake what is admittedly a difficuit task. 

The meeting of the two sides to-day was not 
prolonged. The employers told the men's 
leaders that they were unable to concede any 
increase in wages in the present condition of 
trade. Mr. Bevin, the Secretary of the 
Union, stated that the employers had de- 
cided to turn down the claim, apparently 
without waiting to consider the arguments. 
The next step will be decided upon by the 
delegate conference, and it is believed that 
there will be strong advocacy in favour of 
a strike movement.

A FOREIGN POLICY. 


» 


The Times, in a leading article dealing 
with foreign policy, in which reference is 
made to Mr. Macdonald’s criticism in the 
House of Commons of the Conservatives’ con- 
duct of foreign affairs, observes that, in the 
main, France has been allowed to secure a 
position of complete pre-eminence in Western 
Europe, and to flout British wishes. The 
chief reason has been that the British 
Government has not followed the advice of 
the late Lord ‘Salisbury: “ To let action go 
along with words, rather than to let it lag 
behind thern.’’ 

It remains to be seen. whether Mr, 
Macdonald, when his turn comes, will fare 
any better. His words are bold enough— 
but so were Lord Curzon’s, and Lord Curzon 
was not an avowed “ pacifist.’”” This country 
ought to take its share, says the Leader ol 
the Opposition, in starting policies and in 
creating machinery that will put an end 
to the destitution and miseries’ cf 
Europe. But he will be hampered by pre- 
cisely the same difficulty as that which 
paralysed his predecessor, only that it will be 
accentuated by the fact that he is known to 
be a “pacifist.” The policy of France is realist, 
and Mr. Macdonald has declared several times 
that he desires to co-operate with France. He 
has been equally emphatic in his denunciation 
of French policy in the Ruhr. How then can 
the ‘‘pacifist” collaborate in a realist policy that 
he repudiates? And if he abandons collabora- 
tion and goes his own way, what sort of a 
European settlement is possible in which 
France does not concur? 

For intervention to be decisive it must have 

blie opinion behind it, and the Foreign 
SSeretary ‘of to-morrow will have some diffi- 
culty in acting on behalf of more than a 
minority of the nation, unless, as Lord 
Grey suggested on Tuesday night, he 
takes some counsel with the leaders 
of the other parties. No isolated 
and purely partisan policy will command a 
‘majority in the House. It 1s of paramount 
importance that the stalemate at home shall 
not be allowed to produce paralysis abroad. 
There is not really a vast deal of difference 
between the attitude of the three parties of 
State on the principal foreign problem of the 
moment. Some form of preliminary agree- 


ment, however, seems to be absolutely: neces-. 


olicy is to be. effective. . It could 
be reached beyond all question without any 
sacrifice of principle by any party. It would 
need only a spirit of accommodation, and to 
command ‘the- consent of moderate’ men it 
would necessarily have to leave out of account 
the views of extremists... 

Mr. Tom Shaw declared last: night that he 
did not believe in continuity of method in 
foreign policy; but partisan reversal has 
been tried before, and the results were 
disastrous alike to the interests and to the 
influence of Great Britain.. Mr. Shaw might 
do well to meditate upon the instructive 
history of. foreign policy between the years 
of 1878 and 1886. Until the spirit of faction 
is eliminated from foreign affairs this country 
will never be able to speak or to act with the 
authority to which its resources, its achieve- 
ments and its traditions entitle it,

There is nothing exciting to report about 
to-day’s proceedings in the House of Com- 
mons—the Lords met for only half an hour 
to allow three newly-made peers, including 
Lord Darling, to take the oath. 
There were a few questions before the 
Speaker gave his ruiing in the case of Mr. 
Cahir Healy, the interned M.P. for Fer- 
managh and Tytone. He stated that the 
question must be referred to a Committee of 
Privilege and on a motion by the tiouse, LO 
be moved at the proper time. Mr. Pringle 
thereupon gave notice that he would bring 
forward such 4 motion. 
Subsequently, Mr. Pringle gave notice of the 
following motion:—‘* That the letter inform- 
ing the House of the internment of Mr. Cahir 
Healy, a member of this House, be referred 
to a Select Committee for purpose of 
inquiring into all the matters referred to 
therein, and of reporting whether they de- 
mand the further attention of the House.”’ 
Mr. Pringle intimated his willingness to defer 
it until the new Gove: .ment takes office. 
Mr. Lief Jones then asked the Speaker if 
he had decided what he would do to obt 
relief from the chair. He suggested that 
there should be intervals at five o'clock and 
at nine o’clock,: There was a loud shout 
from the Labour benches of “ No, no, but 
the Speaker took. no notice, and, rising, said 
that he asked the indulgence of the House 
for a little time about five o'clock, while he 
would leave the chair from a quarter before 
eight until nine o'clock. This is an improve- 
ment on the old days, when the Speaker used 
to get only half an hour for his chop. 
RUSHING THE DIVISION,

was agreed to, and then came a rather amus- 


ing interlude. The Prime Minister moved 
that the House should adjourn on Fridays at 
four “o'clock, but Mr. Harvey wanted the 
coming Friday excepted, because they wanted 
the important issue before the House decided 
this week. Loud laughter and cheers greeted 
this desire to rush matters.

Mr. Lloyd George vesterday 
put a number of specific questions to the 
Government in regard to matters affecting 
the department of which the Marquis Curzon 
is the head; and Mr. Ronald MeNeill, the 
Under Secretary, dealt with them at length 
and with considerable. vigour. He, at all 
events, was undismayed by the portents of 
the coming storm; and, whether it wrecked 
the Government or not, he stoutly main- 
tained that the Conservative Administration 
had little to be ashamed of in its conduct of 
foreign afiairs, 

FOREIGN POLICY. 

After all, sagely observed Mr. McNeil] 
oreign policy was a continuous matter, and 
he problems of to-day were the outcome of 
the transactions of yesterday. Many of the 
present difficulties were inherited ones, and 
when Mr. Asquith spoke of five years- of 
Government mismanagement he must have 
been indulging in a thrust at his prin ‘pal 
lieutenant, who was now likely to become tie 
nagivating lieutenant. : 

It’ was well, however, to remind the House 
that that speech was made before the two 
Liberal doves began to coo from tle same 
perch. 

But, whatever the demerits of the (:overn- 
ment’s foreign policy, Lord Grey did not 
condemn it, and Mr. McNeill said that he 
would infinitely prefer being damned by Lord 
Grey than saved by the others. He ventured 
to predict that if Mr. Ramsay Macdonal 
went to the Foreign Office he would, before 
many months were over, come down to tlie 
House and admit that the foreign policy of 
the Conservative Government was not so bad 
as the Opposition sought to make out. 

With the conclusion of Mr. McNeill’s speech 
& good deal of the interest in matters alffect- 
ing the Foreign Office evaporated. There 
was, certainly, some talk about German 
reparations, which called for a reply from the 
President of the Board of Trade; but in the 
main Labour and Liberal members evinced a 
desire to get to grips with some of the more 
pressing doniestic problems. In the words of 
Mr. Thurtle, «he ghean member for Shore- 
ditch, the country was asking for remedial 
measures regarding unemployment and other 
social evils, and it was up to them to deliver 
the goods. 

At a quarter to eight members generally 
welcomed the innovation of an hours 
adjournment for dinner.

Features of the evidence were the state- 
ments that Gaffney, on the morning 
the murder of Grosnan, went to see Nurse 
Keane, whose wine has been already men- 
tioned in the case, ahd that after Brosnan was 
shot Gaffney, on returning to the lorry, said 
at Roche’s Cross that he had got information 
from Nurse Keane that Brosnan was in the 
shooting of Sergeant Woods, the Civic Guard 
sergeant, who was shot dead three evenings 
before Brosnan was murdered. 7

O'Connor asked Gaffney why he was beaten, 
Gaffney replied : “What did you tell 
Keane ’”’ 

This Keane, added witness, is the father of 
Nurse Keane. 

Did you, asked Mr. ‘Liston, State solicitor, 
report this. matter to the authorities? 

Witness—I reported the matter through 
Sergeant Woods, now deceased, to the mili- 
tary authorities. 

Witness added that as a result’ of his com- 
plaint a military inquiry was held. 

Are there other proceedings pending at the 
next District Court at Castleisland in respect 
of that? asked Mr. Liston, 

That is right, sir, replied the witness. 

The accused, who on his first appearance 
hefore the District Justice was represented by 
Mr. Browne, solicitor, was not professionally 
represented yesterday, He declined to cross- 
examine any af the witnesses who gave 
evidence against him. 

Hí A SOLDIER’S EVIDENCE. i 

Dha first witness: called was Volunteer 
Daniel Brosnan, who has been himself re- 
turned. for trial charged with ‘the murder of | 
young Thomas Brosnan. He repeated the 
evidence already published of ‘how he, 
Sergeant Shea, Volunteer Shea, Volunteer 
\icCusker, Volunteer Leane and Lieutenant 
(iafiney got-into a four-ton ‘motor lorry, driven 
hy Volunteer McNeill, and went to Roche's 
Cross-roads, a mile and a half from Scartagl 
where Gaffney stopped the car, leaving the 
driver, McNeill, and McCusker. in charge of 
the car, while Gaffney and the other members 
of the party, all wearing trench coats and ' 
civilian caps, went on towards Scartaglin. 
Leane and Lieutenant Gaffney went: in front 
the others following, 

_ At the Chapel ‘Cross at Scartaglin Lieutenant 
Gaffney halted them. They had four rifles 
and two revolvers. - When they got ‘to: the 
Chapel Cross Lieutenant Gaffney gave Volun- 
teer Leane his - Peter-the-Painter, - and ‘told 
Leane to go to Brosnan’s house, and brin 
down Thomas Brosnan.- - He told witness an 
Sergeant O'Shea to follow Leaiie, and they 
did. so. Leane entered Brosnan’s house. 
Witness remained in the porch, and Sergeant 
O'Shea remained outside. After a short time 
Leane and Correliug Broshan, ‘father of 
Thomas Brosnan, came out arid went down to 
Thomas Brosnan’s grandmother’s house, wit- 
ness and Sergeant O'Shea following. After 
# short time in the boy’s grandirother’s house, 
Volunteer Leane, Thomas Brosnan, and his 
father, Cornelius Brosnan, came out and ‘went 
back to Brosnan’s house, followed by witness 
and Sergeant O’Shea.. After a time Leane 
came out with bas Thomas Brosnan, fol- 
lowed by the father. In consequence of what 
Leane said to the father he returned to the 
house, and Volunteer Leane and young Brosnan 
‘went on in the direction of the Chapel, fol- 
lowed by witness and Sergeant O'Shea. 

SIX SHOTS HEARD. 

Near the Chapel Cross Lieutenant Gaffney 
aud Volunteer O'Shea were standing... -Volun- 
teer Leane and Brosnan on towards | 
Castleisland, and Lieutenant Gaffney halted 
witness and Sergeant O'Shea. Volunteer 
Leane had Lieutenant Gaffney’s. Peter-the- 
Painter when he passed on with young Bros- 
nan. A couple of minutes after Leane ana 
Brosnan passed, witness heard six Peter-the- 
Painter-shots. Lieutenant Gaffney then told 
witness and Sergeant O’Shea to go te the lorry 
at Roche’s Cross. They did so, and on the 
way passed the body of young Thomas Bros 
nan. Shortly afterwards they met . Volun: 
teer Leane, who still had the Peter-the- 
Painter. . The three were proceeding in the 
direction of the lorry, when they heard two 
rifle shots. They then heard a whistle, and 
witness, Sergeant O’Shea, and Leane stood on 
the road. 

After & short time Lieutenant Gaffney and 
Volunteer O’Shea came on. When the latter 
came up, Lieutenant Gaffney said to Volun- 
teer Leane that he did nct shoot him right, 
that he (Gaffney) was after putting two more 
into him. When mg got to the lorry Lieu- 
tenant Gaffney said that he had information 
from Nurse Keane—‘' Lena Keane I think 
he called her,” explained witness, about 
young Brosnan being in the shooting of Ser- 
geant Woods. Sergeant Woods, who was 
shot, was Sergeant of the Civic Guards at 
Scartaglin. The witness added that after 
getting back to Castleisland that night he 
made a certain report to his superior officer, 
Lieutenant Maginn. 

The Justice—What exactly did Lieutenant 
Gaffney say to Volunteer Leane abou, the 
shooting of Brosnan? Was it—‘‘ You did not 
shoot him at all?”

Volunteer James. McCusker told how Lieu- 
tenant Gaffney, on’ the morning of the 6th of 
December, ordered him, the two Sheas, and 
Driver «McNeill to accompany him in the 
fouf-ton. lorry to Scartaglin. He ordered 
them to put on civilian caps and trench coats. 

McNeill’ was: the - only — other 
member- of. the party in uniform. 
Witiiess “ described how they had “drinks 
in. CaslJaisland.: and. Scartaglin, where 
they arrivéd at about half-past five in the 
morning, After being for some time in the 
village. Lieutenant Gaffney and the others 
went. down. about a hundred yards on the 
road, when Lieutenant Gafiney stopped the 
car,.and asked what way could he get into 
Nolan’s publichouse by the back, as.he 
wanted to see Nurse Keane. 

Lieutenant Gaffney and Volunteer Michael 
O'Shea then went down towards the Post 
Office, and, ‘after remaining at the motor 
car for some time, witness went up the 
village, and in about an hour joined Lieu- 
tenant Gaffney and the others at Nolan's 
publichouse. Witness next corroborated the 
evidence of ‘the previous witness; as to what 
occurred the same evening, when the party 
again ‘left on'the motor for Roche’s Cross 

e added that the only member of the party 
unarmed: that evening was Driver McNeill. 

REASON FOR GUARDING THE CAR. 

Before the party. left. Roche’s Cross. Lieu- 
tenant y ordered witness fo remain 
with. McNeill and guard the car, as he (wit- 
‘ness).might be known where they were going. 
On the way back to Castleisland Lieutenant 
Gaffney said to witness and the other mem- 
bers of the party—‘‘ Never let on, boys, that. 
we are after ‘creasing’ that fellow.” 

Mr...Liston—Did you say something then 
that accused could hear? 

I said—“* Whom did you. crease?” And 
some one replied that it was young Brosnan. 

Transport Driver Robert McNeill, who 
drove the motor lorry on both. occasions, gave 
similar evidence. 
tenant Gaffney told him to. have the car 
ready at 4 o'clock on the morning of the 6th 
December, he said that he requiged the car 
for military operations. Before * Lieutenant 
Gaffney and the others left Roche’sCross in 
the evening, Lieutenant Gaffney said to wit- 
ness that if he heard any shots he was not 
to be alarmed. Witness further swore that 
when he went to Ballymullen Barracks, 
Tralee; on the 11th of December, to make 
a statement to his superior ofiicer about what 
occurred on the evening of the 6th at Scar- 
taglin, he met Lieutenant Gaffney at Bally- 
mullen Barracks, and he told witness not to 
say that the car was out at all that night. 
Witness said that he would not say that it 
was out, 

Mr. Liston—And did you make a true state- 
ment to your superior officer on that ocasion? 

Witness—I did not. 

Mr, Liston—Why ? 

Witness—Lieutenant Gaffney told me not 
to do it, or something would happen me. 

James O’Connor, parish clerk, Scartaglin,

TYPEWRITER ROBBER 
SENT TO. PRISON. 
———— 


At the Dublin Sessions yesterday, Frank 
Sherwin pleaded not, guilty on an indictment 
charging him with the roboery under arms of 
two typewriters, ‘ 

Mr. luynn (instructed by Mr. O h-Uaidhaigh) 
raised the point under the Habeas Corpus Act 
that tha: prisoner was entitled to release, on 
the ground that he had not been brought ta 
trial by the second: Sessions after committa 
for trial. The man had been put in prison 
in November, 1922. 

The Recorder said that the prisoner had 
been committed for trial before him in Decem- 
ber, 1923. He had nothing te do with any 
detention before that, and he would try the 
prisoner. 

Miss O'Connell, an assistant, in the office 
of Messrs. Gillespie and Gillespie, 18 Hawkins 
street, Dublin, deposed that a man whom she 
identified as the prisoner, with a youth, 
entered the place on a date in November, 
1922, and, presenting a revolver at her, said: 
*“We- want those t 
two typewriters into a sack, and gave her a 
receipt signed '' A.8.U., LR.4A.”' ate 

Mr. Lynn cross-examined ‘the. witness with 
reference to the date on which the robbery 
was said to have been committed. Her pre- 
sent evidence was that it was on the 7th 
November, 1922, and that was the date given 
on the“ece:pt, On the deposition made in 
the Police Court the date was given as 27th 
November. Mr. Lynn said that the point 
was of importance to him, because he had 
come prepared to deal with a charge relating 
to: the 27th November, and he had. evidence 
that the accused was in prison on the 27tb 
November, and could not possibly have com- 
mitted a robbery on that date. 

Detective-Sergeant John Lynch stated that 
he took the prisoner into civilian custody 
from the military on the 12th December last. 
When told. the charge the accused said: “1 
am a political prisoner. I am not a robber.’’ 

Andrew. Doody, called for the defence, 
stated that he was at Wellington Barracks 
with the accused. 

Mr. Lynn—Did anything happen to Sherwin 
which would make it difficult for anyone to 
Tecognise him afterwards? 

The witness—He got a beating. 

Mr. Carrigan—I object. This is only done 
for the purpose of propaganda, 

The Recorder said he did not think it: was 
bona fide, and he could not allow it as evi- 
dence. 

The jury found the prisoner guilty, but 
recommended him for special consideration on 
the ground that he had acted ‘‘ under orders,” 
as well as on account of his having been in 
custody for fifteen months, 

The Recorder said he would give full 
weight to the jury’s recommendation. He 
sentenced the prisoner to twelve months’ hard 
labour from the date of committal. 

ASSAULT ON CONSTABLE. 

Robert Farrell, formerly a’ member of the 
Civil Defence Force, pleaded guilty to an 
indictment charging: him with an assault vu 
Constable Michael Moore, D.M.P. 

Mr. Joseph O’Connor, for the prisoner, said 
that when the policeman, who was on ordinary

Y. Bradstreet, Bart., died at  Bagnéres~de

Sir Edward had one son, Lieutenant Gerald 
Bradstreet, B.A.I., T.C.D., who was. given 
a commission in the Roval Engineers in 
August, 1914, and was killed in action in 
Gallipoli on December 7, 1915. 

After the death of their onjy son, Sir 
Edward and Lady Bradstreet suffered in 
health and went to reside in the Pyrenees. 
They sold-their residence at Clontarf and 
most of their Dublin property. Sir Edward 
was stricken .with a serious illness on hearing 
of the death of his son and had been virtually 
an invalid since.
